The Cincinnati Mob Unorganized and 
Practically Disbanded, 


Six More People Killed Last Night 
by Stray Bullets.

A Volley from the Gatling Gun.

CINCINNATI, March 31.—There is a very much 
better feeling this morning. Last night the mob 
was more than ever unorganized, and it is evident 
that the terrible lesson of Saturday night, when 
forty were slain outright and more than 200 
seriously wounded, had the effect of dampening 
theardor ef the rioters. During all last night 
there was more or less random firing, and the 
militia sent several volleys into the crowd. 

LATEST [INVESTIGATION 
shows that about six were killed in the skirmish- 
es after nightfall and about twenty 
wounded. These were only estimates. As 
yet no accurate lists of killed and wounded Can 
be prepared. At military headquarters it is be- 
lieved ,that there will be no renewal of hostili- 
ties by the mob and that the riot is substantial ly 
at an end. At 4 a. m., as acitizen was crossing 
he was 
called on by the militia to halt, and, not obeying 
the order, was fired on and wounded. He was 
taken away by the patrol, and his name was not 
learned. Any one whoapproaches the barricades 
without definite orders is shot, as the time for

has passed. The rioters made their last rally a 
few minutes after midnight. They had at that 
time became much reduced in numbers, and, 
while still threatening, were less aggressive. 
Having stolen about forty muskets from the 
Turners’ armory in Turner Hail, they fired on 
the militia at Court and Walnut steets. Several 
volleys were fired by the militia, which were re- 
plied to with some spirit by the rioters. Atlasta 
volley from the Gatling gun laid low two of their 
number and entirely cooled their enthusiasm. 
A few random shots were fired after that hour, 
put from then until morning comparative quiet 
reigned. 
The Enquifer Was Threatened.

CINCINNATI, March 31.—The city weicomed 
daylight this morning with a sigh of relief that 
it was no worse with her than on yesterday, and 
that feeling was increased when inquiry satisfied 
everybody that the situation was muen improved. 
The long lists of dead and wounded which filled 
the papers on Saturday and Sunday morning 
were not seen to-day. The power of the State 
had been shown in the presence of regiment after 
regiment of nér citizen soldiers. Lawlessuess 
had threatened much but accomplished litte, aud 
sufficient brute force was ready at a sign to 
icrush it aad choke to death the fierce 
tiger of the commune whose white fangs had been 
so threateningly shown on the days before. It 
is useless to deny that there was a panicky feel- 
ng in the town, when the sun went down last 
night.

quarreled with a mau named McDermott, went 
home, procured a gun, returned and 
killed McDermott, for which deliber- 
ate deed he was eompelled to serve 
only five years inthe penitentiary owing to the 
Governor's soft-beartedness. As a companion 
case, they recalled the crime of @ young man 
named Wm. Peyton, who, quarfeling with a 
young woman with whom he occasionally roomed, 
shot her once in her room, and, pursuing ber 
down a flight of stairs, shot her agaia aud killea 
her, escaping the responsibility therefor through 
the law’s beautiful technicalities. 

In addition to all of these reminders of 
the fact that wry & interests were al- 
Ways subordinated to the prosperity of a little 
chque of criminal lawyers and riff raff polit. 
cians, the people remembered other cases of mur- 
der wherein the guilty parties escaped detection, 
notably the case of Heury Baidwin, a banker’s 
son, Who was found in an alleyway one night with 
a builet in his head, and another case of Arthur | 
Ross, a prominent citizen, who was beaten to 
death with a club two years ago while walking 
fromthe railroad depot to bis house. It will be 
seen from ail this that the riot was not an indi- 
vidual event with a short history, bat was a cul- 
miuation which those who had been watching 
local events were not altogether unprepared for. 


How Cincinuati Juries Are Formed. 

The announcement that in seventeen years only 
one out of nearly three hundred murderers has 
been hung in Cincinnati is calculated to make the 
law-abiding citizens of that city very indignant, 
and to constitute bim, it he be at all volatile, a 
desirable recruit for a mob. A perusal, however, 
of the proceedings preliminary to the triai of 
Berner is sufficient to satisfy the reader that a 
very large part of the diame rests upon the 


law rather than upon the juries or the courts. 
Evidently appreciating the difficulty that would 
attend the procurement of a jury to trv the case, 
the court ordered a venire of 200. The 200 re- 
sponded, Dut when the entire number had been 
exhausted only ten competent“ jurors had been 
found, Another fifty were ordered, and finally 
the proper number were secured. Tue quali- 
fications which the law exacts were shown 
up during these preliminaries in all their giaring 
absurdities. For tnstauce, when ajman announced 
that he had no opinion, bat that if the prisover 
was guilty be ought to hang, he was immediately 
cbalienged by the defense. When another man 
remarked, “when I see the word ‘murder’ at the 
head of a newspaper article, I never read it. he 
was promptiy challenged bo the defense. When 
another juror said, I was a juror in the. 
Belcham ease,“ ne Was challenged by the defense 
When another said, “I huve read an account of 
the murder, but have no opinion,” he was chal- 
lenged by the detense. When another said, “J 
have read the published coufession of the prisun- 
er” (which was afterwards admitted in evidence), 
be was challenged by the defense. When over a 
hundred other citizens sai that they had read 
the testimony taken before the Coroner’s jury in 
the case they were all challenged by the defense. 
In every one of these cases the challenges were 
sustained, aud it seemed as though the defense 
nad na imm to its. challenges. After throwing 
out every man who Dad ever read anything about 
the case, any of the evideuce taken bDefore the 
Coronet, any part of the confessive of the crimi- 
nals, Who bad avoided reading anything headea 
“murder,” or who had an opinion that if 
guilty the prisoner ought to bang. the court 
finally swore the following jurors 10 try 
the case; Sam Edwards, saloon-keeper; John, 
Wilsey, farmer; F. Buck, farmer: Elwood Heurtl- 
farmer: Michael Maguire, garuener: L. Harmey 
er, clerk; H. Bohne, cigarmaker: S. Merrill, farm- 
er; W. Skidmore, farmer; T. Dallahan, printer 
(who was evidently partially intoxicated wien ex- 
umiine@); F. Shaw, a clerk, aud L. A. Phillips, 
drummer. 

Before the taking of testimony was becun, the 
Circuit Attorney was notified by anonymous letter, 
that two of these worthies were crooked, and had 
goue into the jury box for a purpose, but he was 
powerless to de anything to protect the State. 
The testimony showed conclusively that Berner 
was present at the Killing, took the larger part of 
the dead mau's money, fired the wagon which 
hauled the body away, and helped dump the body 
among the wiliows in the suburbs, Ber- 
uer’s confession, wherein he acknowledged that 
he actually participated in the murder, Was read 
te the jury. The defense rested their.case first 


upon the claim that the confessiex was made un- 


der the influence of fear, and as a result of mis- 
representation as to how much Berner’s pal had 
told, and next upon the cialm, made by Berner 
himself ou the witness stand, that while he was 
preseut at the Killing, he bad 
no part in it, and woulda 
have ruu away had not the murderer, Palmer, 
threatened to kill bim if he did. The jury on re- 
tiring to their room took a ballot showing that 
eleven of them favor d a conviction for man- 
slaughter only, and one for murder in the second 
degree, although it was lucontrovertibiy the fact 
that, if guilty at all, Berner was gulity of mur- 
der. Eight ballots resulted the same way. and on 
the ninth ballot the obstinate juror yielded and 
voted for manslaughter. The verdict was re- 
ceived with hisses, and was announced in open 
court by the Judge as an outrage, bus it was just 
such a verdict as could be expected, after all inen 
of ordinary intelligence, who had read the 
papers or had any opinion as io what ought to be 
done with murderers in general, were sifted out, 
Here, m St. Louis, there is some complaiut 
al the advantage afforded criminals by a law 
which gives the defense twenty eremptory chal- 
lenges while the State has only elght but weare 
tmmenseiy better off than the State’s represenia- 
tives seem to be in Cincinnati, inasmuch as a man 
who reads the papersis not thereby debarred 
from sitting, pruviding he is not rendered fanati- 
Cal thereby. 


The Turners Had No Hand in It 
CINCINNATI, Maren 31.—The fueis whieb gave 
rise to the rumor about the Turners joining the 
mob were that the mob broke into Turner Hall 
and took about forty guns, went back to the Jail 


and attempted to club the militia. The latter 
turhed upon them and cleared the streets hy firing 
in the air. No one was hurt so far as is Known.

THE NATION'S BASE. 


Report of the Senate Committee 
on Public Buildings, 


Democratic Testimony Before the Dan- 

ville Riots Investigating Committee 

The Public Debt—Proceedings of Con- 
gress. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 1 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Maren 31.—A bill was in 
troduced iu the House by Mr. Peele ot Arkansas 
to-day to graduate the prices of public lands in 
Arkansas to 75 cents per acre after January 1, 
1885. 50 cents per acre, atter January 1, 1888 and 
25 cents after January 1, 1898, to be allowed only 
to actual residents of the State, and not exceed- 
ing eighty acres to be so entered by any One ver- 
son. Mr. Peele also introduced a bill to grant the 
Pacific and Great Eastern Railway right of way 
through Indian Territory. 

THE DANVILLE RIOT INVESTIGATION. 

J.C. Enright, white, testified before the Dan- 
ville Committee. He left the Opera House with 
James L. Johnson, who, according to previous 
witnesses, was said to have killed two colored 
men during the riot. Witness said he was with 
2 during the riot, and Johnsen did not fire 
at All. 

J. E. Perkinson (white), said there was firing 
on both sides. Five or six shots were fired by 
the colored people. 

T. J. Thompson, saw pistols in the hands of 
the colored men; about as many as were in tne 
hands of the whites, 

R. L. Osborn heard one colored man say, when 
the officers were trying to disperse them. “We 
mean to fight.“ He saw colored 
men with pistols; saw them fire over their shoul- 
ders as they ran. One negrosaid he was “not 
satisfied with this tuing, and should not be until 
he saw Danville burned down.“ 

Charles H. Conrad, a tobacco manufacturer of 
Dau ville, was standing behiod Capt. Graves with 
bis eve on Capt. Graves’ pistol at the time he was 
said to have shot George Adams. Witness stated 
positively thai Graves did not fire the shot which 
wounded Adams. He was chairman of the Den- 
cratic Ward Club, and lu a pesition to know there 
was no premeditation to bring on the riot.

FOREIGN NEWS 


LONDON, March 31.—Later advices give tne de- 
tails of Gordon’s engagement near Halfi Teh on 
the 16th inst.

Two black pashas have been ar- 
rested for charging into the ranks of their own 
troops, thus allowing the enemy to enter the gap 
made.

Opening of the Mexican Central Rail- 
road—The Site for a Large City—Com- 
stantial Growth—A Great Railroad 
Center,

Ev Paso, TEx., Maren 27.—There are some lo- 
calities inthe United States which are so ad- 
mirably adapted by nature as the sites of great 
cities that po ulterior influences can do more than 
retard their growth, while propitions cireum- 
stances will cause their development as rapidly 
and surely as the warming sun opens the bud and 
brings the flower to full perfection. 

The site of Ei Paso, Texas, is certainly one 
more than richly endowed with nature's require- 
ments and oecupies the same relative position re- 
garding the surrounding superstructure of the 
State of Texas, the territories of New Mexico and 
Arizona and the republic of Mexico, as does the 
keystone of a magnificent building, at first over- 
looked as unimportant, but in reality the entering 
wedge which binds the work and wuites us with 
Mexico. This 18 

EL PASO DEL NORTE, 

or “the pass of the North.” Note the phrase- 
ology—"ihe pass,” not simply “a pass“ but the 
reat outlet and inlet for centuries in the dor- 
mant history of this old Republic. Now that she 
has awakened, rubbed her sleeny eyes open to 
see tine trains of merchandise dash ast, 
perked her ears up to hear the shrili whistle of 
the locumotive, changed her lassituce for activity, 
soon we St. Louis commercial drummer will be 
working up tlade—if the Chicago man don’t get 
ahead of him—and the agents fur sewing ma- 
chines, reapers, mowers, plows, and what not, 
will be placing their goods in the hands ol the 
swarihy agriculturists.

A portion projects westward between New 
and Ola Mexico, and a considerable part of this 
is known as El Paso County, having in its entire- 
ty 8,188 square miles, or 5,240,320 acres, larger 
Luan many of the Eastern States. The surface of 
the country is mountainous, being traversed by 
several mountain ranges with extensive plains 
lying between them. 

For about 140 miles of the southwestern bound- 
ary—the Rio Graude flows in its sluggish muddy 
way useless except for the grand purpose of irri- 
tating the valley. which is from une to five mies 
onthe Texas side, amounting to over 100,000 
acres, a pure alluvium from two to ten feet 
deep resting on sand and remarkbly adapted to 
the production of grain, fruit and vegetables. 

Tue svoher athriity class of eastern farmers 
take up this rich land, convert it into vineyard, 
orehard, dairy and farm, the better will it be for 
thuse Who come and those who are here now. 

THEN AND NOW. 

In 1870, the population of the county was 3,671, 
and the assessed valuation of taxabie property, 
$821,033. Ln 1880 the population had ouly lucreased 
to 3,845, of whicg 46 per cent were Mexican, and 
27 colored. he valuation only increased 
$226,377 in ten years—liess than oue-half of the 
amount which bas been spent in improvements in 
the city of El Paso durtug the last year. J inu- 
ary 1, 1884, tne population was estimated at 9.500 
—the property valuation not less than 65,000. 000. 
which was a gain of over 100 per cent. u three 
years. This cain was almost entirely iu the city 
of El Paso. The towns of Ysleta (2,000), Socorro 
(700) aud San Elizario (1,800) are all situated on the 
Kio Grande—as are also Fort Bliss. New Fort 
Bliss wien four companies of United States sol- 
diery (which is to be @ twelve company post) and 
Hart’s Mills. The first three were cvionized 
* Spanish grants in the seventeenth century, 

Sieta (Little Island) colony having 12,000 acres, 
Secorro colony 5,000 acres, and Sau Elizario 
about 20,000 acres. Each of these tuwns has ils 
own system of irrigating ditcbes, and eis rich in 
frnitage of pear, peach, plum, quince and grapes, 
while grain fleids, yielding perennialiy,stretch out 
from thefr door yards. 

AN AMEKICAN CITY 

is what El Paso is called. In 1880 but 800 people 
resided here, and now 3,500 & 4,000 is certainly a 
conservative estimate. It is in the extrem west- 
ero part of the county, upon the north bank of 
the Rio Grande (Grand River), althoug its 
grandeur consists oniy in being the boundary 
line between two nations, The site is level. with 
some beautiful locations for dwellings, schools, 
ete., aud à mesa extending back to the foothills 
of the mountain, which rises toa majestic heigut. 
It is opposite Paso del Norte, a Mexican city, 
which is said to have 5.000 population, though in 
what holes they secrete themselves a tourist who 
visits the place for the first time could hardly dis- 
cover. Its interests rest in its antiquity, us 
vegetable gardens, iis vineyards. its orcuards, its 
reguiar Sunday cock-fight and its beiug the Mexi- 
Can terminus of the first railroad to reach the 
Citv of Mexico. 

Every element seems to be centered at this point 
neccessary to snppoitin time a large ci.y, and 
the remarkable development of the past three 
years shows very cieariy that shrewd business 
men see it. At our visit in 1882 there were but 
about 2.000 population and the work of Duliding 
was but just begun. Now we find elegant brick 
blocks, two paiatial hotels, handsome banks, a 
beautitul park, a handsome brick school building 
in process of erection, to cost $17,500; four 
churenes valued at $30,000; au electric ligts 
plant, $30,000; fine gas works, just completed, 
$46,000, aud other building improvemems during 
1883, amounting by careful estimate 3.000. 
A court bouse and jail are to be constimcted to 
cost $150,000, the State taking the bonds of the 
county al 6 per cent., and a bili for ap appropri- 
ation of 8200. 000 to erect a Custom House, feder- 
al Court Room aud Government Buiiding is be- 
fore Congress and will probably pass. 

THE ONLY INTERNATIONAL STREET RAILWAY 
in the world plies betweru this city and Paso del 
Norte to the depot of the Mexican Central Rail- 
way one and one half miles. The cars are clean 
and neut a much better equipment than in Kansas 
City and managed ina way to make St. Louis 
blush. The expense of building the line was $60,- 
000, aud the gross earnings in 1883 was $25,740. 

Tne entire taxable vroperty of the city of El 
Paso, assessed upon a basis * ä — — 

500,000. The appropriation has been ma 
—— uct a eit bail, el ju and hospital to cost 
$20,000. It will pe built the present year. 
Paso pays 70 per cent of the entire county taxa- 
tion, the several rallway companies pay jointiy 
19 per cent, and the rest of We county makes up 
the remaining 11 per cent. 

Their — works complete cost $40,009. Water 
is umped from the Rio Grande into 4 
settling reservoir then drawn Into a supply reser- 
voir; furnishing sufficient water to supply a city 
of 10,000 at a pressure of 190 feet. Three volun- 
teer Gre departments, hose aud hook and ladder 
are well organized. 

There iene eny debt, and a very successfal 
building association is in operation, Quite a start 
has been made in manufacturing. There are now 
operating in El Paso a planing mill, & soap lacto- 
ry, a mattress factory, an ice’ factory, a carriage 
and wagon shop, gaivanized iron and curnice man- 
ufactory, three brick yards aud three flouring 
milla ia the county. A spiendid opening exists 
for a foundry, a canning and evaporating works, 
a tanvery and a smelter and reduction works-—the 
latter would bring à large amount of ore to this 
center and increase the manutacturing facilities 
and exports. From this point was shipped in 1883

The chief 
drawback to the rapid advancement of those in 
terests is want of water, Dut the sinking of artes.

redeein many thousand acres of valuable land. 
The Missouri grape is prolific in yieta and ey. 
guisite iu flavor. It is already extensively grow, 
in the valley, and the manufacture of wines 
should become a lucrative business, especially 
considering their opportuaity of exporting at 
small cost. 
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Everything in the — — of fruit and vegetables 
seems to altain remar le proportions, and still 
retain the exquisite deticacy of flavor so much 
esteemed by epicures. Perhaps the El Pasy 
onion has become the most noted. probably, be 
cause it equais the Bermuda, and does not arrive 
to perfection except in this valley, its home. 

Already many small farms have been success. 
fully started, but there Is room aud demand 
enough for many more. 

Aitogether the outlook for the future is certato- 
ly exceilent. There does not seem to be any in 
suriountabie obstacles to the future prosperity 
of the city, and certainly, for its size, it is pow 
one of the most interesting on tue Continent, and 
as our relations with Mexico become more is- 
timate and ibe interchange of products aud manu- 
factured articles increases, Ei Paso is the portal 
through which the largest part of that commerce 
must pass, and the city will continue to gain ia 
wealth, commercial interests and population.

CRIMINAL FOLLY. 
It is safe to say that the next time that 
the leading citizens of Cincinnati are inspired 
by an “outraged sense of justice,” their in- 
dignation will not take the shape of a pub- 
lic meeting. With all the inflammable gun- 
powder and dynamite mob spirit collected 
and gathered together, it was the indignation 
meeting of the leading citizens which fired 
the train and brought on the explosion. With 
the whole city full of bad feeling, the air 
loaded with threats of riot, it was the part of 
every clear-headed man to refrain from any 
movement thaf could in any way encourage 
or stimulate the bad passions of the reckless. 
Only two courses were open to any man of 
sense. One was to keep quiet and attend to 
his usual business until the excitement was 
over. The other was to be active in allaying 
the excitement, and to seek to bring about 
by peaceful and lawful means the remedy 
for the evils which menaced the existence of 
peace and the supremacy of the law. 
But,instead of following this safe and easy 
course of wisdom, the leading citizens of 
Cincinnati set themselves to work to inflame 
the excitement. They brought the gathering 
discontent to a head, gave it sha pe and ex- 
pression, resolved that the offending jury 
should be driven out of town and then the 
mischief was done. The rest was merely the 
mob’s construction of the verdict of the best 
elements of Cincinnati society. 
Nobody supposes that the wealthy mer- 
chants and prominent citizens who figured at 
the meeting really wished or even foresaw 
the results of their initiative. But the re- 
sult is none the less to be attributed to this 
cause, and it would be hard to find a worse 
instance of most criminal folly at a most 
critical time. 


A mAJorRiTy of the Democrats voted 
against the Whisky Extension bill, buta 
majority of those who voted for it, as 
well as those who voted against it, are 
opposed to the repeal of the whisky tax. 
The protectionists, both Vemocrat and Re- 
publican, who voted against extending the 
time for the payment of the tax did so with 
strong expressionsin favor of a repeal of 
that tax. They wanted to coerce the whisky 
interest into supporting the repeal move- 
ment in order that taxes taken off from such 
luxuries as whisky and tobacco may be laid 
on the necessaries of life, the implements 
and the clothing of labor and the raw ma- 
terials entering iuto our manufacturing in- 
dustries. Butthe people do not Want free 
whisky, and those who manufacture it well 
know that the taxon it comes out of the 
pockets of the consumers. It has merely 
concentrated the business in fewer hands 
and made the trade a larger, better organ- 
ized and more profitable one than itever was 
before. As far as the exportation is con- 
cerned itis already free from tax, and the 
manufacturers and dealers will be very 
short-sighted if they imagine that free 
whisky for home consumption is demanded 
by the people or can promote any business 
interest in the land.

It does not fulfill the 
primary purpose of a reduction of taxation, which 
is the relief ot the people from umecessary bur- 
dens. A large proportion of the people do not 
use tobacco in any form, while everybody con- 
sumes other highly taxed articles, such as sugar, 


salt, cotton, woolens, iron, glass, cfockeryware, | 


etc. To those who do use tobacco the tax is not 
burdensome; at least, it is voluntarily assuimea, 
and may be escaped at will. The taxes on this 
vice or indulgence were reduced one-half last 


winter, and the consumers received very little 


benefit from it. The tax was too small to divide. 
It simply remained, as the presept abatement 
would do, in the hands of the growers, manu- 
facturers and dealers. The tobacco tax is easily 


and cheaply collected, and the Treasury receives | 


the full benefit of it. The war tariff taxes upon 
the necessities of the people increase the aggre- 
gate cost of protected articles by a sum variously 
estimated at from $1 to $3 for every dollar paid 
into the Treasury. It is bad policy to relieve 
smoke and continue to tax necessities. 


Railroad Taxes. 
From the Kansas City Times (Dem.) 

Phillips’ opinion bas developed one valuable 
fact, to-wit, that there is $250,000,000 worth of rail- 
road property in Missouri. 

The telegraph talk from Wall street the other 
day was sensational in the extreme. It conveyed 
the information that the owners of the stocks and 
bonds of the Missouri railroads to the amount of 
$250,000,000 had become alarmed, and in conse- 
quence depreciation of these “securities” had be- 
gun. Last year the Times vainly strove to con- 
vince the State board of equalization of the truth 
of the statement that has come out so inadvert- 
ently through the organs of the railroad compan- 
les. The testimony of official reports, the quota- 
tions of the London, New York and Chicago 
markets were appealed to without effect on the 
State board. Inu spite of the testimony it as- 
sessed all the railroads in round numbers at $40,- 
000,000, not quite one-sixth of their value as es- 
timated by their owners and by their brokers in 
the market places. 

The State board, though elected by Democrats, 
is essentially a Repubiican institution when it 
convenes for the assessment and equaiization of 
railroad property. Its 640,000, 000 assessment is 
indorsed by every leacing Republican paper in 
the State, and by every subsidized Democratic 
organ. Some of its members, after their shame- 
ful work, have largely advertised the terms on 
which it was performed by their acceptance of 
excursions across the continent at the expense of 
the favored companies, and defied the adverse 
opinion of the owners of the land and the bearers 
of the public burdens.

There can be no doubt that all chiidrea be- 
tween 7 and 18 years of age should receive enough 
education to give them a fair chance ip the strug- 
gle of life, and to prepare them to become good 
and useful citizens of the Republic. Reading, 
writing and a moderate knowledge of arith metic, 
with such other insiruction as the primary and 
grammar schools, or tolerably well conducted 
parish schools, can give, sufficiently serve the 
purpose. Without such degree of education no 
boy or girl can be counted reasonably safe from 
pauperism, vice and crime. By the best esti- 
mates we can make, taking the school statistics, 
public and private, as the guide, there are from 
five to ten thousand children of the ages 
named, who are not now in any school and who 
have never had any advantages of the education 
required. They arean uneducated juvenile class, 
who, by somebody’s negleet of duty, have been 
kept in 31 ignorance, 

Whose fault is it?) That 1s a serious question, 
for out of this juveuile class come a large propor- 
tion of the wrong-doers and poupers by which 
the community is so heavily „ and so 
greatly endangered, By whosever fauit it is, the 
community has a right and is under obligation to 
protect itself from the evil by removing lis 


ses. 
Our answer to the question is: First, that the 
parents and guardians of the negiected ebilaren 
are in fault. Either their own ignorance, or 
their unwise e of service from their chi- 
dren, makes them unwilling to send their bovs 
and girls to echuol. Nor isit always easy for 
them to do it. The very poor have a hard 
struggle to live. Often they need ihe services or 
wages of their little ones, and the cost of clothes

nteresting report of an accident resulting from 

the contact of a telephone company’s line with 
that of the New York Fire Department, which 
was followed by an explosion which completely 
shattered the telephone box and a fire which 
scorched and burned tne adjoining wall. The 


matter was brought this morning to the atten- 
tion of Superintendent Durant, of the Bell 
Telephone Company in this clty, who said: 

did not read the account. but I heard of it, 
and I must say I do not betieveit. I do not how 
a teiephone could explode, as there is nothing 
about it of an explosive character.” 

“But the electric current?“ 

“That would only meet the wire and possibly 
char any woodwork that might be in contact with 
ig.” 


Have you ever had any aceidents, of the char- 
acter mentioued, in St. Louis?“ 

“No; that is, no explosions. We have had 
the cord surrounding the wire coils of the 
switch keys burued off and the wire partially 
melted.” 

“What caused it?” 

Our line was crossed by a line of the Electric 
Light Cumpany. You see, weuse only about 
thirty cells to our batteries, whereas the Electric 
Light Company use about 150. This creates a 
very strong current and sufficient to melt the 
thin wire used on the helices of the telephones,” 

„Would the crossing of a fire-alarm wire have 
the same effect?“ 

“No; they use no stronger 9 than ours. 
except, perhaps, the one with which they strike 
the heavy bells, but I think we could easily carry 
thal. 


“Would there be any danger, then, to a person 
at the telephone when such an accideat oc 
curred?” 

“Scarcely.

I do not Know of a single aecident 
in our main office. The head- pieces 
of the telephone are kept on — 
ing the severest lightning storm 
I nave heard of operators being slightly — 
but know of no such accidents of my own ex- 
perience.” 

Then you think a man’s head is safe when he 
goes to the telephone?“ 

“Perfectly; and that this explosion scare is a 
canard!’’

Three years ago Hickerson met some fellow- 
countrymen at an English resort near Seventh 
and Pine streets, and during the meeting a dispute 
arosé, which terminated in Hickerson killing 


George Briggs. He was arrested and committed 
to Jail, but soon developed unmistakable signs of] 
insanity. hallucination took a most painfuc 
form, and frequently resulted in brief franti 
* He imagined that while sleeping millions 
ot insects had entered his ears an 
were devouring his brain. To 
his fellow prisoners he daily reported 
the condition of the insects. When they were 
asleep, as he frequently reported them, he en- 
ea and then sat about the corridor 
brooding over his misfortune, Often his delusion 
that the insects were eating away his 
would continue for several days 
a time until, completely prostrated, 
he fell asleep. During his incarceration 
Hiekerson avoided the other inmates of the Jail 
and devoted himself to tedious tasks which no 
sane man would undertake. While eating dinner 
one day a mouse stole out from a cranny and 
feasted on a few crumbs that fell on the cell floor, 
Hickerson patiently went to work to form 
ihe acquaintance of bis cell mate and suc- 
ceeded. At his call the little rodent would 
come from its hiding place and wait patiently be- 
side him for a crumb, Hickerson rarely appeared 
on the jail floor at exercise hour, and the fact ex- 
cited the suspicion of the jailer, who thought he 
had plans for escape or for his own destruction 
under consideration. A watch was placed on him 
and resulted inthe discovery of the pet. 
When discovered Hickerson . 
PLEADED PITIFULLY 
to be permitted to Keep his little companion, 
agreeing to exercise regularly and be obedient 
in every way. The favor was granted, and the 
brief trial of discovery only made his love 
reater. When Hickerson was released from 
is cell to take his exercise he piaced his 
furry pet in his armpit. On going to bed at night 
the mouse was placed under the murderer’s pil- 
low, where it remained until taken from its rest- 
ing place in the morning. One day Hickerson ap- 
peared on the floor and with tears in his eyes 
announced the death of his pet. His next feat 
was to train a squad of cockroaches. 
The species of Blatta vrientails that infest the 
Jail is not Known outside its walls. It has a long 
flat body rarely less than one and one-half inches 
long, covered with a wing case from under which 
project long semi-transparent Wings. Their 
speed across tne smooth composition floor 
is as fast as «„% man's ordinary walk. 
Hickerson conceived the idea of training a pla- 
toon of these, beginuing first with a single insect. 
His plans were, however, interfered with by bis 
removal to the Insane Asylum, where he has since 
been confined. To-day application 
FOR HIS RELEASE 
on a writ of babeas corpus was submitted to Judge 
Van Wagoner. Dr. Stevens, the superintendent, 
was presentand was examined by the defend- 
ant's attorney. He stated that Hickerson was 
now of a weak mind and ineapable of compre- 
hending the exact nature of the proceedings, but 
inthe judgment of the witness was able to tran- 
sactthe ordinary business that he might be 
called upon in his position in life.

He said that in his 
opinion placing the prisoner on trial with all 
the attending bardships and mental annoyances 
with the tear of an untoward result would bave 
a bad effect, and probably result in puiting him 
in the same frame of mind in which 
he was when admitted to the Asyium. Hickerson 
was present during the examination. being held 
in custody by the health authorities. At the con- 
clusion of the examination of Dr. Stevens 
Judge Van Wagoner nanounced that 
be would take the matter under 
advisement until to-morrow morning. Hickerson, 
who has expressed a desire to gointo the city’s 
employment at the institution, Was taken back to

FAST MAILS EPHEMERAL, . 


Postmaster Hays States a Few Facts 
That Are Very Argumentative. 

“What will be the outcome of the agitation of 
the fast mail question?” asked a reporter of 
Postmaster Hays. “Will St. Louis get any fast 
service?” 

„On the contrary, I think the Chicago fast mail 
will be abandoned.” 

“Why?” 

„Because the conditions which enabled the De- 
partment to establish that service are abnormal, 
and when they again become normal the fast 
mail will be impracticable.” 

Mou refer to the railroad conditions?” 

“Certainly. All railroads are averse to the high 
rates of speed necessary to make that 


character of service efficient, especially if the re- 
muneration is no better than that allowed for 
more moderate speed. So loug. 
Northwestern poolis held intact, the department 
was utterly unable to get any road in it 10 iurnish 
fast service west of Chicago. Not a great while 
ago the Rock Island and the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy witbdrew from the pool, owing to 
some differences concerning the management 
and the. Withdrawal of the latter was the real 
origin of the Chicago fast mail. B. 
& Q. R. contracted to give a service 
from Chicago (west), which it was preciuded from 
giving so long as the roads were pooled, and that 
Was the condition on which a. fast tram was put 
in between New York and Chicago. Now it is 
very safe to assume that thatpool Will soon be re- 
established, for all railroad men agree that pool- 
ing is an absolute necessity to successful railroad 
management. As soon as it is re-established, and 
° & Q. 18 made a 
part ‘ as it certainly will de, 
the fast mail wili be abandoned. The same 
causes that prevented the establishment of that 
service until very recently in Chicago prevent it 
here. Tue roads going West aud South will not 
compete with each other in the matter of speed, 
because most of them are under one mauagement, 
and hence have nothing to gain by competition. 
Since they would not receive any larger compensa- 
tion for transporting the mails by special and 
fasttrains than they now do, and since the in- 
centwe for competition does not exist, it is not 
reasonabie to suppose that they will de that 
which involves much greater risks and heavier 
expenses than are incurred uuder the présent 
time schedules.” ,
